New Revelations by the Telescope. 


Some new astronomical revelations 
have been made recently by means of 
the mammoth telescope of the National 
Observatory, Washington. A correspond- 
lent of the Hartford Times, says :— 

“ This new and giant refractor in the 
| Naval Observatory-—undoubtedly the 
| finest instrument for searching the skies, 
that bas ever been perfected on our 
|planet—has hardiy yet had time to ad- 
just itself to its position and require- 
ments; but its first revelations, which 
have been awaited with intense interest, 
| by the astronomical world, are of a pecu- 
|liar and unexpected character. Instead 
}of revealing new worlds, the great re- 
|fractor annihilates some that have hith- 
}erto been supposed to exist. It not only 
| fails to discover any new satellite of Nep- 
tune—a discovery which some astrono- 
mers were apparently expecting, but it 
blots out the alleged companion of Proc- 
;yon, which the 


| Struve, thought he had discovered, and, 
| 


Prussian astronomer 
more interesting still, it reduces the num- 
ber of the moons of Uranus to two. The 
| distant planet whose position in the solar 
| system is nearly as far removed beyond 
|that of Saturn as Saturn’s is from the 
}sun, has been found by means of the 
| spectroscope, to possess an atmosphere 
|largely if not wholly composed of hydro- 
| gen gas. 

“ This characteristic, which would, of 
| course, render that planet unfit for habi- 
| tation, by beings in any physical sense 
}resembling the dwellers on our globe, is 
| not the only peculiarity of Uranus. The 

moons of that strange world, now for the 

| first time, discovered to be, not “ eight” 
| nor “ four,” but ¢zo in number, exhibit the 
| incongruous and puzzling phenomena of 
rising in the West and setting in the East. 
This reversal ot the great planetary law 
of our system, in regard to the motion of 
the planetary bodies, is alone exhibited in 
the satellites of Uranus. The fact that 
these perverse and peculiar moons are 
but two in number, will be received by 
the astronomical world, in both hemi- 
spheres, with genuine interest and sur- 
prise.” 

Many modern astronomers have ar- 
gued that the planets and moons of our 
system were formerly thrown off from 
the sun, Jecause they have uniformly 
been observed to revolve in the same 
direction as the sun, viz. from West to 
East.

that life story has to do with “ Recollec- 
tions of Quincy,” when at last it appears 
tbat it is a background, to set forth with 
full effect, the sketches of Daniel and M. 
H. Smith, which follow it. This method 
of writing history is inclusive, certainly, 
and calls to mind the Knickerbocker his- 
tory of New York, a narration which, for 
the sake of completeness, begins with the 
creation of the world. The reputed au- 
thor, of this once novel 
writing history, justifies himself by de- 
claring that, “if this world had not been 
formed, it is more than probable, that this 
renowned Island, on which is situated the 
city of New York, would never have had 
an existence.” Similarly, it is apparent 
that, but for Elias Smith, Mr. Cornell's 
pastorate, in Quincy, had been unblessed 
with the companionship of Matthew H. 
and Daniel Smith. 

I am glad that Mr. Cornell, has the 
candor to admit that at present, “the 
Universalists are among the foremost in 
the cause of temperance,” but I deny his 
insinuation, that during 1836, there was 
but a single Universalist member, (a Mr. 
Tirrell,) of “the Temperance Society,” of 
this place. Mr. Joseph G. Brackett, then 
as now a Universalist, authorizes me to 
state, that he was at the very time in 
question, Vice President of a Temper- 
ance Society, in this town. And would 
not that portion of Mr. Cornell’s sketches 
have been more just, if, instead of singling 
ont the actions of Quincy Universalists, 
during that period, and holding them up 
to ridicule, in the light of modern convic- 
tions, he had measured them only after 
ample reference to the mora! standards of 
that time? Alas! Mr. Cornell’s “ Knick- 
erbocker” method failed him in the one 
instance, where it might have worked 
nobly in behalf of that charity which 
“rejoiceth not in iniquity,” but ever seeks 
to promote ‘peace on earth, and good 
will towards men.” But every candid 
reader of the Patriot, knows, that less 
than a generation since, that there was a 
large “rum element” in nearly all of our 
New England churches. 

Mr. Cornell’s account of the Temper- 
ance lecture, which caused M. H. Smith, 
to leave Quincy, contains other strange 
statements. This historian says, “ Smith 
never preached» Universalism again. 
This temperance lecture, proved to be 
the winding sheet of his Universalism.” 
Mr. Cornell, 1s doubtless a very grave 
man, but I cannot think that he weighed 
bis words, when be penned the preceding 
statements. M. H. Smith, not only 
preached to the Universalists of Quincy, 
on the Sunday following that lecture, but 
was installed as pastor of the Universalist 
Society of Haverhill, on the 21st of Feb- 
ruary, 1837. Nor, is this all ; June, 1838, 
he was installed as pastor, of the Univer- 
salist Society of Salem, where he served 
until Apri! 5th, 1840, when, having been 
convicted of falsehood, he was summarily 
dismissed. How sad the fate of Mr. Cor- 
nell’s second Universalist colleague !” 

Not long after this, Smith retaliated 
by renouncing Universalism, and publish- 
ing a book full of bitter and untruthful 
statements, concerning the people who

A writer in last week’s Patriot, sug- 
gests that anot her meeting should be held 
in order that some compromise may be 
I hope the good sense of the 
parties who were in favor of the report 
of the Managers, will prevent them from 
taking any such action. We have had 
three town meetings in March, each of 
them were fully attended, and any one of 
them cost more money than the entire 
amount involved in the controversy. It 
would be cheaper for the working men 
of the town to raise all the extra money 
the managers expect to receive, than to 
lose their time to attend another town 
meeting. The whole matter in debate 
involves only a few hundred dollars, and 
to me it seems extremely silly, that gen- 
tlemen of such ability as the Managers 


arrived at. 


ot the Adams Academy should tell the 


people that so great a misfortune as they 
deem the closing of the school would be, 
must’ follow if the course they recom- 
mend is not adopted. It was stated that 
the money at the disposal of the Mana- 
gers is not enough to carry on the School, 
and that more money must’be raised in 
order to keep it afloat. Even if the 
plan recommended by the Managers was 
adopted, and if their premises are correct, 
the school must be suspended all the 
same, for it is stated that nearly all of 
those children belonging to the town 
who now go to the Academy are paid for 
by their parents voluntarily. Nobody 
will object to these gentlemen paying in 
future if they wish, and it will not be 
likely as they see matters in the same 
light as the Managers, that any of them 
will draw back now; it seema strange to 
me that they should wish to be forced to 
pay an amount they now pay voluntarily. 
If the vote passed in the manner wished 
by the Managers, it would increase the 
amount at their disposal by only about 
two or three hundred dollars, and woul 

}be still insufficient to keep the school 
afioat, and some new method must be 
devised to raise fands. Why not devise 
the new method now ? 

Mr. Quincy, in his communication does 
to understand the question. 
He echoes the language of the Managers, 
and says that the vote of the town will 
be fatal to the institution. He also in- 
sinuaies that all who differ in opinion 
from him, are inimical to the Academy. 
Neither of these consequences need fol- 
low if his views are not adopted. What 
the Managers need is money, and that 
can be raised in many ways besides mak- 
ing the town’s boys pay fof their tuition. 
It ought not to be a great work, in a 
town like Quincy to raise the difference 
between the amount actually received 
from the pupils, and $1100—or even the 
whole $1100 by subscription, If the 
|cost of tuition for boys from abroad was 
jraised to $125 annually, as suggested in 
last week’s Patriot, it would obviate the 
difficulty, and I am informed that this is 
less than is charged at similar institutions 


|in other towns; or the High School can 
jbe removed to the Academy building 
and iscorporated with that institution, 
| the town paying the Professor; or the 
}town can raise the sum necessary to pay 
j)the Professor's salery, if tbat is the only 
| way left in which we can secure his ser- 
|vices for the town. It may be urged

This 
would be the practical result of the 
course recommended. Mr. Marsh, in bis 
jremarks on the. question, indicated the 
lintention of John Adams, much more 
iclearly than Mr. Quincy did in his com- 
| munication. 

The apology attempted to be given for 
making the pupils pay, is scarcely wor- 
thy of reply. A poor boy could apply to 
\the Managers, and if they considered his 
| case favorably they may admit him. This 
|is exactly the condition that the town of 

Quincy ought never to allow. The citi- 
zens should insist that every boy in town, 
who may be qualified in other respects, 
should have a right to be admitted to his 
own school. This was very evidently 
the intention of John Adams, implied, it 
not directly expressed, and so it has ever 
been understood by the people of Quincy, 
and I have never heard it questioned un- 
til now. Of course Mr. Quincy's children, 
if they went to the Academy, need never 
fear to undergo any mortification at be- 
ing pointed at as the “charity boy,” 
whom the Managers admitted on con- 
sideration, but many other men’s chil- 
dren were not born under suchi favorable 
circumsiances as Mr. Quincy’s.

know your better judgment will prevail. We there- 
fore humbly hope and pray that the request of the 
undersigned petitioners may be granted; for we 
believe that by so doing the blessings of many now 
sadly afflicted by the curse of intemperanee will 
rest upon your head. - - 

This petition is dated March 16:b, 
was signed by 137 persans, male and fe- 
male. 

Another petition, circulated by Miss 
Prescott, bore the names of 218 persons 
of both sexes and embodied a similar re- 
quest. 

Yet a third petition of like tenor was 
circulated by Miss Alice F. Brown, and 
contained the signatures of over 500 la- 
dies of Quincy. 

It should be added that the persons 
signing these petitions included very 
many of the best and most influential 
residents of the town, and wives and 
mothers of gentlemen belonging to the 
old men’s and the young men’s club in 
question. 

For the purpose of presenting these 
petitions in person, three committees hav- 
ing them in charge, united at an early 


hour last evening, and, numbering some} 


twenty ladies and gentlemen, (nearly 
every one bearing the white regalia of 
the Sons of Temperance,) proceeded to 
the residence of John Quincy Adams, on 
Mount Wollaston. 


On arriving at the house, Mr. William 
R. Brown (who had the management of 
the affair) enquired for the distinguished 
occupant, who presently appeared at the 
door. Mr, Brown stated that he wished 
to see him on business, and on being in- 
vited in, Mr. B. enquired if the friends 
accompanying him might also enter. Mr. 
Adams replying “ Yes, if you desire it,” 
the company together entered the vesti- 
bule hall. 


Mr. Brown first introduced Mr. P. E. 
C. Bower, who presented the petition of 
the division, and the petition circulated 
by Miss Prescott was presented by Mr. 
Hosea B. Johnson. 


The petition of the ladies was then 
offered by Miss Alice F. Brown, who 
delivered very creditably, the following 
brief and comprehensive speech : 


** We come not for ourselves alone, but 
for the cause we advocate, and for the 
mothers, wives and children of this com- 
munity, who suffer from intemperance. 
Were it not for that great evil there would 
not be the misery, crime and degredation 
that now exist. The “ old man eloquent” 
truly remarked in Congress that “the 
humblest baye the rigbt of petition.” We 
therefore hope that you, bearing his hon- 
ored name, will grant our petition, and 
say,as did your illustrious ancestor, when 
be signed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, “ Sink or swim, live or die, survive 
or perish, I am for the Declaration.” 

Mr. Adams’ only response was a prom- 
ise that he would take the matter into 
consideration, and an inquiry whether 
they had anything further to present. 
The plans of the committee having been 
carried out, it withdrew, leaving the gen- 
tleman to take the matter into consider- 
ation and hoping for a favorable reply at 
no very distant day.

Pruning Vines in Spring. - 


We have always recommended the 
month of November or December as on 


the whole the best time in which to prune 


ortrim grape vines. Bot if, for any 
reason, they have been neglected, it is 
better to do it now then not at all. Dr. 
Fisher, in bis admirabie lecture before 
the State Boardas appears in the Sec- 
retary’s Report p. 297, says on this point: 
“It is entirely immaterial whether you 
prune them one time or another up to 
the time of commencing growth. 

There is another very foolish direction 
given, and that is, that you must prune 
your trees or vines at a time when the 
wood is not frozen. It makes no possible 
difference whether the wood is frozen or 
thawed. Itis all cheer nonsense, this 
idea that gets into the public prints and 
is perpetuated without any rhyme or

The vines, to be sure, if pruned in the 
spring, will bleed; there are two or three 
weeks in which the grape vine bleeds 
from a recent cut; but they will stop 
bleeding; they will all begin tc bleed 
about the same day and stop about the 
same day, and, as far as I can sée, it 
makes no possible difference whether you 
prune them at one time or another.

Srcr. 1. Eyery owner or keeper of a dog 
ball annually, on or before the thirtieth-day of 
\pril, cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
rided and licensed for one year from. the first 
lay of the ensuing May, in the office of the 
lerk in the city or town wherein said dog is 
-ept, and shall cause it to wear around its neck a 
collar, distinctly marked with its owner’s name 
and its registered number, and shall pay for 
such license for a male dog two dollars, and for 
a female dog five dollars. 

Secr. 5, Any person keeping a dog contrary 
to the provisions of this act, shall forfeit fifteen 
dollars, to be recovered by complaint or indict- | 
ment; and of said fine or forfeiture five dollars | 
shall be paid to the complainant, and ten dollars 
shail be paid to the treasurer of the county 
in which the dog is kept, except that in the 
County of Suffolk, the ten dollars shall be paid 
to the treasurer of the city or town wherein sald 
dog is kept. A license from the Clerk of any 
city or town shall be valid in any part of the 
Commonwealth and may be transfered with the 
dog licensed.—Provided said license be recorded 
by tbe clerk of the city or town where such dog 
is kept.

May Musings. 


With the manure drawn, and the spring 
seeding done, a little breathing spell may 
be taken before corn planting comes on. 
In the meantime, would it not be well to 
vee what can be done towards making 
that strawberry bed you were talking 
about last summer, when you bad to pay 
forty cents fora small quart of small, 
sour berries. You thought then, if you 


lived till spring, you would have a straw- | 


berry bed of your own. Now is the time 
to make it. And as long as you are 
going to bave strawberries, why not set 
some raspberries too? The black caps 
are not quite as rich as some other kinds, 
but they are hardier and more productive. 
Even the wild ones from the fields will 
pay well, for cultivation, if better are not 
to be had. 

We have bot just begun, in this coun- 
try, to appreciate the value of fruit as a 
part of our daily food. A liberal allow- 
ance of ripe fruit in its season, from the 
strawberry bed, the raspberry busbes, 
followed by the currant, the blackberry 
and the esrly apple, will do much towards 
breaking up the monotony of the “ pota- 
toes and meat,” and “ meat and potatoes,” 
which too often constitutes the bill of 
fare on the furmer’s table from June to 
September. 

Fruit trees may also be set early in 
the month, especially if they were taken 
But don’t set more than 
you can take care of. If three-fourths of 
the money which is paid every year for 
fruit trees were expended in taking care 
of the other fourth, the country would 
produce more and better fruit than it 


up in April.

Grafting may be done as profitably 
during this month as any, if the work is 
carefully performed, and the scions are 
well preserved. 

Grape Vines may be set till the buds 
begin to unfold, and pruning must be 
finished before the vines leaf out. The 
most successful cultivators of the grape 
are not afraid of injury from bleeding. 
Start new vines from layers, whenever 
you have an opportunity. Your neigh- 
bors may like a few vines. 

Field crops,—io our enthusiasm among 
the trees and shrubs, we must not forget 
that the season is advancing, and the 
corn and potatoes, and the garden vege- 
tables must nearly all go in this month. 
The present prices of corn and tobacco 
will probably tend to change the usual 
proportion of land devoted to these crops. 
We have never objected to the raising of 
corn in New England, by those who could 
raise nothing else which would yield a 
grester profit. If we could afford to raise it 
last year, when it was worth but seventy- 
five cents per bushel it ought to pay a good 
profit the present summer at one dollar. 
To be a profitable crop, the land must be 
beavily manured und as much of the 
labor done by horses as possible.-—ew 
England Farmer.

I would commend this extract to those 
superficial persons who think things a 
great deal worse than they were a cen- 
tury ago: 


From the “ Diary of John Adams,” written io 
1760; 2d vol. of his works, pages 25 and 26, 


‘If you ride over this whole province 
you will find that although taverns are 
generally too numerous, they are not half 
so numerous in any one County, in pro- 
portion to the number of people and the 


| necessity of business in travelling, as in 


this. In most country towns in this 
county, you will find almost every other 
house with the sign of entertainment be- 
fore it. If you call, you will tind dirt 
enough, very miserable accommodations 
of provisions and lodgings for yourself 
and horse. Yet, if you sit up during 
the evening, you will find the house full 
of people, drinking drams, flip, toddy, 


‘carousing, swearing, but especially plot- 


ting with the landlord about the next 
town meeting, and election either for 
selectman or representative. Thus the 
multiplicity of these houses, by dividing 
the profits, renders the landlord careless 
of travellers, and allures the poor country 
people, who are tired with labor aod 
banker after company, to waste their 
time and money, contract babits of in- 
temperance and idleness, and by degrees 
to lose the natural dignity and free- 
dom of English minds, and confer those 
offices, which belong by nature and the 
spirit of all government to probity and 
honesty, on the meanest, and weakest, 
and worst of human characters.

Plant a Strawberry Bed. 


Now is the time for setting out a patch 
of strawberry plants. We have tried to 
start beds in the fall, but have not usu- 
ally been successful. In the Spring the 
plants grown from runners of the pre- 
vious Summer have come to maturity 
and are in excellent condition for planting 
out. The soil isdamp and a ball of earth 
may be taken up with the roots, when the 
plants are to be set immediately, and they 
will keep on growing as though nothing 
had happened. 

Some cultivators keep the same bed in 
bearing two or three years: but we have 
found it much more work to weed an old 
bed than to seta new one. The straw- 
berry will grow on almost any kind of 
soil, but will do best on a deep, rich loam. 
A soil that is not too wet, and will stand 
a drought, is the one for growing this 
fruit. The land should be prepared by 
growing some kind of hoed crop the year 
previous, and there is little danger of 
having the soil too rich. 

Set the plants in rows three feet apart, 
and cultivate as for corn, or other field 
crops. Run the horse piough through 
often, and do not let the weeds get a start 
of you. 
the rows, but let part of them take root 


Keep the runners off between 


in the rows to furnish plants for setting 
next Spring. Many people seta bed 
and get a good crop one year, but forget 
to make preparation for the next year.— 
It is a pity that so delicious a fruit as the 
strawberry should not be more common 
on all farmers’ tables-—W. £. Farmer. 


An Old Hawthorn Hedge. 


F. R. Shattuck of Mt. Pleasant, says : 
“Tbhave upon my premises an old Haw- 
thorn hedge, which, last Spring, appear- 
ed so badly that 1 was advised by the 
gardeners to root the whole thing out 
and reset with new plants. This I did 
not care to de if it could be avoided, as it 
would take so long for the new plants to 
grow to any size; sol thought | would 
try Bradicy’s Super-Phospbate, and the 
result was most wonderful, fairly bring- 
ing back to life the almost dead shrubs.

YHE Assessors of the Town of Quincy here- 

by give notice to the inhabitants of said 

Town, and all other persons liable to pay Taxes 

therein, that their Office will be open on and 

after the 20th day of May, until and including 

the 10th day of June, from 8 to 10 o’clock, A 

M., to receive the valuation of estates; and all 

persons liable to be taxed in said Town are here- 

by required to bring in at said Office, a true and 
correct sehedule of the real and personal estates 
for which they are liable to pay taxes. 

Persons holding estates in trust are requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in re- 
lation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the executor or admin- 
istrator is required to give notice of such 
change. In default of such notice he will be 
held responsible for the tax assessed. 

Any person bringing in a list of his taxable 
property will be assessed on the valuation there- 
of; and any one neglecting to furnish the As- 
sessors with such list, within the time above 
specified, will ata legal meeting of the Board 
of Assessors be assessed according to the laws 
of the Commonwealth. 


All persons will take notice that statements 
of personal property must be in writing and 
subscribed under oath before one of the Asses- 
sors at their Office, on or before the 10th day of 
June; and that the personal property of all tax- 
able persons must be estimated; notwithstand- 
ing a verbal statement or informal written com- 
munication to any one or more of the Assessors. 

When a person has failed to bring in a list or 
a schedule of all his taxeble property, in con- 
formity to this notice, no abatement of a tax 
assessed upon such person for such property can 
be granted, unless such tax exceeds by more 
than fifty per centum the amount which would 
have been assessed to that person en personal

“ Let me be laid to die so that I cas face 
the enemy,” said a brave general at Get- 
tysburg, and heroic words were caught 
and echoed whenever uttered. 

Oh, if the true bistory of the devotion 
of this people could but be written so 
that the future generations could but get 
its true tone and read it in the light of 
the actual, that would indeed be called 
the “ heroic age” when pigmies became 
men, men heroes, and heroes gods; but 
that feeling came in with the war and 
departed with it. Those who were not 
in at the breach cannot realize it, and the 
boy of fifteen to-day begins to look into 
history for his acquaintance with that 
age.

We saw the struggle afar off 
and knew that we must come nigh unto 
it, and finding no escape took up the 
gauntlet thrown down and entered the 
lists against our brother. With us the 
common sentiment was, “the South shall 
not go, we have no country or nation- 
ality if she does, we cannot live divided, 
we must now make the grand struggle.” 
The South met us with the challenge: 
“In the defence of our 
hearthstone principles, we are immor- 
tal and cannot be defeated.” How these 
opposing spirits each clad in their own 
mnail met, charged at full tilt upon one 
another; broke the hearts of men; tore 
to pieces thousands until one fell before 


honor,—our 


the other; we all alas know too well.— 
What a book of experience that war 
opened to its soldiery, none but those 
who participated can tell. And as we 
already, almost veterans of the war gath- 
er about our hearthstone and live over 
again the events passed through, we have 
each a different experience to recite. 


Some dream of pleasant sails on 
Soutkera rivers, hung with tropical vines, 
flowers and ferns. Some see again from 
the mountain top thousands struggling in 
grim battle in the mists below; others 
hear again the terrible roar of the can- 
non at Gettysburg, or are once more in 
the sweat and agony of the Wilderness, 
when, shut in on all sides by the heavy 
woods, they struggled against the unseen, 
skilful foe, sending out to the country the 
cheerful message, “ We will fight it out 
on this line, if it takes all summer.”— 
Others see the Union Jack flying at the 
mast head of the Cumberland, as she 
sinks, full freighted with chivalric souls 
beneath the waters of the James. Here, 
one feels the heat and cold, hunger and 
fatigue of the march; another has terri- 
ble reminders of those dens of southern 
iniquity, —the dungeon and prison-pen ;— 
another recalls only defeat,—of his broth- 
er always falling back,—the enemy ad- 
vancing ;—still another has seen nothing 
but victory,—let his memory delight in 


| recalling those glorious days of Vicksburg 


and Appomattox, where the true sol- 
dier forgot his troubles, and found blessed 
compensation for all his peril. 


Well may the soldier fight his battles 
over again,—it is the greatest bounty we 
received from the war. There was much 
that the war taught its surviving sol- 
diers. They learned in their participation, 
the necessity of patience,—submission,— 
and dependence on one another. The 
new country visited,—the greater com- 
panionship they find in camp,—the ex- 
citement to promotion, the opportunity 
open to most of them, to study and reflect. 

All gave a broader cast to their lives, 
and bas done more to better their man- 
hoad, than all they could have learned 
fortunate circumstances 
Many remarked with as- 


under the most 
in civil life. 
tonishment, the quiet manner with which 
the soldier returned to civil life, without 
disturbance ; but, if they had 
reckoned up the compensation that the 
discipline and tone of this army-life 
gave to most of its participants, they 
would not have felt the surprise, and 
would have understood the reason. 

But the war closed, and left the South 
stricken and desolate: tall chimneys 
where cities had been  before,—great 
grave yards filled with the product of the 
It left the North flushed with 
victory,—exasperated at the stubbornness 
of her enemy, and embittered with the 
great losses entailed upon her. It is 
true that the South only submitted to 
the strongest battalion. In the heat of 
the fight, men forgot that every blow 
separated us farther apart from the Union,

The great Lincoln,—him whom the

Sir Walter Scott, 
in describing a contest between two 
knights, says, “ that the one who unhorsed 
his opponent, as he bent over him, offered 
his right hand in token ‘of peace, and 
averted his head from the fallen foe, un- 
til he had arisen,—as a sign, that out of 
victory, by kindness might come recon- 
ciliation.”

Cremation Among the Old Greeks.

For 
years past the bugs have destroyed thou- 
sands on thousands of dollars’ worth of 
cucumbers, squash, melon and pumpkin 
vines, and have had things largely their 
own way. At last a remedy has been 
discovered that every test has proved 
effectual. A prominent and leading ag- 
riculturist of a neighboring State, in 
wise integrity I bave unlimited confi-| 
dence, in giving me the secret, states that 
for several years past he bas applied the 
test to all his different vines, in the garden |

planted, the rows of vines to which he 
applied the remedy were unmolested and 
gave a bountiful yield, while the rows ad- 
joining were utterly ruined.

Action of Salt on Trees. 

Dr. Kensie, of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural College, gives the following account 
of the injurious action of salt on trees: 
“ On the college grounds there formerly 
grew a fine, vigorous specimen of sassa- 
tras, apparently in perfect bealth. A 
quantity of brine inadvertantly 
thrown beneath this tree, forming a stag- 
paut pool in its immediate vicinity. In a 


was 


very short time the tree began to mani- 
fest signs of decreasing vitality. The 
salt was absorbed unchanged in such im- 
mense quantities that, entering the cir- 
culation, it effloresced upon the surface 
of the leaves in a white crystalline deposit 
and the tree soon after died.” 


Bark Lice on Apple Trees. 


About the last week in June, by ex- 
smining apple trees which are affected 
by bark lice, a white substance resembling 
fine lint, may be seen adbering to the 
bark. In this substance are concealed 
the eggs of the bark louse. By putting 
a mitten on the hand, this substance can 
be easily rubbed off and the eggs de- 
stroyed. 

In the first warm days of spring may 
be seen on apple trees a small, round 
brown bug with a black spot on each 
side. Ihave watched these bugs, and 
my impression is that they are in pursuit 
of food, which they obtain by perforating 
the shell of the bark louse and sucking 
out the insect beneath it. Perhaps some 
one better posted on entomology can 
inform your readers.—Maine Farmer.
